REPUBLICAN MOVE GETS
AIR TRAINING FOR NEGOES

Washinton, D. C., Sptember
18. — The newspapers of the
country announce the design‘a—
tion by Robert H. Hinckley,
Chairman of the Civil Aeronaut-
ics Authority, of the North
Carolina Agricultural and Tech-
nical college at Greensboro, and
the West Virginia State college
at Institute, both for the educa-
tion of colored youth, among the
166 institutions of learning au-
thorized to participate in the
civilian pilot trainIng program,
authorized by Act of Congress,
and approved by the President
of the United States, June 27th,

The designation of these out-
standing colored institutions
“To train civilian pilots, or to
conduct programs for such
Araining, inlhding studies and
researches as to the most desire-
able qualifications for aireraft
pilots™ calls attention to the
fact that this training is made
possible by reason of an amend
ment offered in the House of
Representatives by the Hon,
Everett M. Dirksen, Republican,
of Illinois, during the debate on
on the bill April 19,1939,

Congressional Record

The Congressional Record re-
ports as follows:

Mr. Dirksen: Mr, Chairman,
I offer an amendment, which |
send to the Clerk's desk.

The clerk read as follows:
“Amendment offered by Mr.

Dirksen: Page 2. line 4, strike
out the period, insert a colon,
and the following:

“Provided, that in the ad-
ministration of this act none of
the berefits of trainiing or pro-
grams shall be denied on account
of race, creed or color.”

Mr. Dirksen addresed the
House and said: “Mr. Chair-
man, the purpose of the amend-
ment is very simple, indeed. It
secks only to prevent discrimina
tion in the administration of
this act in order to make possible
the benefits of these programs

to the Negroes of the United

“The Housze and the Senate

wrote into the Auxilliary De-

act, which was approved
by the President on the third
f April, 1939, a provision to the
¢ffect that there should be no
discrimination and that all the
benefits of a civilian train
program should be made avial-

able to Negroes as well

defense idea has been emphasiz-
ed at great length here this after
noon. May I advise the members
of the House that the Negro
citizenry of the country is moved
by the same patriotic ardor and
possessed of the same aptitude
i any field of national defense
as anyone else. .
“NNegro soldiers fought with
General Braddock in 1775. There
were three or four thousand
Negroes in the Revolutionary
Ahmy.
“They made a splendid record
in the war of 1812 and 17 Ne-
groes received the Congressional
Medal of Honor in the War of
1861. &

“They made a splendid rec-
ord in t he Spanish American
War and in the World War. The
Eighth Illinois Infantry did
yeoman service in the Spanish
American Wa rof 1898 and was
commanded by a Negro colonel
by the name of John Marshall.

“There are today over 350 Ne-
gro civilian pilots in the Unlted
States of America. Let no one
say that he Negro has ont the
aptitude for flying the same as
the members of any other race.

Asdils I¥'serimination

“In view of the fact that they
constitue a very integral por-
tion of the population of this
country, certainly the Congress
does not want to discriminate
agaist them., We have written in
anti-discriminatory provlsions
in other enactments heretofore
including the WPA act and the
national defense at, which was
signed by the President of the
third of April, 1939,

“Certainly this House with-
out o disenting vote, ought to
make sure that there will be no
discrimination with respect to
the program which is to be set
up by the pending bill.

“Mr. Chairman, I hope my
amendment will be agreed to.
(Applause.) %
